Describe the action and why it qualifies for the exemption: The Hawai‘i Community
Development Authority will make alterations to the existing crosswalk facilities at the
intersection of Queen Street and Waimanu Street, in Kakaako. The alterations will include;
flashing crosswalk indicators, actuator buttons, crosswalk warning signage, traffic stripping,
concrete traffic island, minor modifications to existing curb cuts, and traffic calming devices.

The alterations will include connecting existing electrical utility services to the warning signage
and actuators. All alterations will be made in the existing roadway and public right-of-way.

The alterations will have minimal impacts on the environment and is therefore a general action
that is eligible for exemption from the preparation of an environmental assessment.
